An OId Landmark,

Let us now turn our altention for
a few moments to one of the old
landmarks of Presbyterianism in Oco-
nee county, Rev., Wm. McWhorter,
who died in his 728d year at his resi-
dence near Retreat church on Febru-
ary 9, 1884, He was boarn near
Bethel chureh in 1811, was baptized
in that church in infaney and trained
by pious. and zealous parents, and
when about 16 years of age formally
united with the church and deter-
mined to enter the ministry. In or-
der to completa his education he rode
on horseback to Philadelphia, PPa,, to
enter college there, Ifailing health
compelled him to retuin to the more
genial elimate of his home-land, and
he completed hig education in  the
University of Georgia. He did not
attend the seminary, it appears, but
studied theology under Rev. Wm. H.
Barr, D. D,, of Abbeville, 8. C. e
wias received into the South Carolina
Presgbytery in 1826 and licensed to
preach by that body in 1837, at
Greenville church, Abbeville county.
He preached his first sermon after
licensure at Bethel ehurch (the place
of his birth) in 1837, Therefore he
wias the first Presbyterian minister
that was born and raised in  Old
Pickens District, e was ever faith-
ful, and presented the truths of the
Gospel with force and power, lle was
rery elogquent; his oratorical powers

excellent,  He was sociable in his
nature, very fond of children, in-
structive and  entertaining in  the
home; a good citizen, kind neigh-

hor; a model hushand, a kind and in-
dulgent father, and squared his daily
conduct by his
ol truth and righteousness.

Presbytery consented to the dissolu-
tion, Immediate steps were taken
to secure another pastor. Arrange-
ments were made with Sencen chureh
to unite and call a pastor, and on the
20th of May, 1913, all requirements
being complied with, a unanimons
call was made for Lhe services of Rev,
I. E. Wallace for one-half of his
time, Seneca taking the other half,
The call having been placed in his
hands and accepted, he was duly in-
stalled pastor of this chureh on the
2Gth day of June. Rev, G. M. Wil-
cox preached the sermon and Rev, ).
G. Law, ). D., charged the pastor and
Elder J. E. Boggs charged the pes-
ple,

GOVERNMENT LOSES 1I'TS SUIT,

Great  Steel Corporation  Declared
Now to Bo Legal Aggregation,
Trenton, N. J., June 3.—The Uni~
ted States District Court for New
Jersey to-day handed down o unani-
moug decigion vefusing the petition
of the Federal government to dis-
solve the United States Steel corpo-

ration,

As against the government ihe
court refused to dissolve the corpo-
ration, holding that in acquiring its
foreign and home trade the concern
did not violate the Sherman  anti-
trust act, and refuged all the injune-
tions prayed for by the Department
of Justice,

Ag against the steel corporation
the court held that the commitiee
meetings participated in by 95 per
cent of the steel trade of the country,
including the stecl corporation, sub-
seauent to the famous Gary dinners
ol eight or nine years ago, were un-
lawful  combinations to control
prices, but as these meetings  had
stopped before the government filed
its complaint in October, 15911, the
jndges held that there was no ocen-
sion for an injunetion.

The opinion of the court suggests
that such practicesa lie within t(he
provinee of the new Federal trade
commission, buat addg that if their
ropetition is apprehended the court
will, on motion of the government,
retain jurisdiction of the for
that particular purpose,

Will Go to Supreme Court,

Washington, June 3, —Distinet
surprise was evident at the Depart-
ment of Justice and in government
cireles generally to-day, when news
came that the Federal Cirveunit Court
of Appeals at Trenton had dismissed
the government's suit for dissolution
of the United States Steel Corpora-
tion.

Attorney General Gregory declined
to make a statement as to the next
move of the government, It was
senerally believed, however, that an
effort would be made to carry Lhe
suit, regarded as probably the most
important ever brought under the
Sherman law, to the Supreme Court.
